Colonel BEAU IVAH LAM^v/as, according to CHAMBERS, an inter- 
national adventurer who supposedly at one time was connected with the 
Chinese Airforce and at still another time with the airforce of ft Central 
American country, probably Nicaragua# Sometime in about 1S35 BILL first 
mentioned this individual to CKAMEERS and thought of contacting LAMB bo 
determine if any documents could be procured through him, CHAMBERS related

After the arrival of BORIS BYEOJ/vin the apparatus scene, 
CHAMBEhS diecussed this episode with him, BYKOV expressed an eager desire 
to approach LAMB, but stated that ALGER HISS under no circurstancpi should 
be involved in this matter# It was decided to use LEE PRZSSMJUi^jfor this 
second approach# A meeting between LAMB end PRESSMAN was arranged by

• that LAMB ic now dead. 

On March 25th while CHAMBERS was relating this story in Bal- 
timore, he recalled that he was somewhat In error as to how LAMB was 
first brought -into the picture. His present recollection is that LAMB 
had gone to the Eye Committee at the time when ALGER HISS was employed on 

J thie committee and apparently offered his services. It was also CHAMBERS 
impression that EYE talked with HISS and the latter suggested to CHAMBERS 
that LAMB might be used as a source of information in the apparatus; 
that subsequently ALCEH HISS come to Kew York City end met LAMB. JiH. ' 
CHAMBERS stated he related the above mentioned Eye Committee angle at the 
deposition hearing, as well as the other circumstenc^/ surrounding BYKOV 
and PRESSMAN. CHAMBERS also stated that UR. Me LEAH pi ALGER HISS’s attor- 
ney, wa6 quite interested in this reveletion. ' 

It is to be noted that Colonel LAMB v/as actually located on 
March 2Sth and is presently being interviewed by Agents of this office. 

Again referring to the pre-trial deposition, CHAMBERS stated 
that on March 25th, McLEAN requested an opportunity to observe the fur- 
niture which ALGER HISS was supposed to have given to •VKIIfAKEH CHAMBERS 
and which furniture is presently located at the CHAMBERS farm noar West- 
minster, Marylend. As a result of a conference between Me LEAN and the 
attorneys for CHAMBERS, it was decided Wallow Me LEAN to observe this 
material.

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the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and "//hat Bird Is That?"# CHAMBERS 

related that in connection with the above mentioned books, no identifying 
marks were contained therein indicating that these previously belonged to 
ALGEh or PRISCILLA BISS, and that these books had been previously in the 
hands of the Committee on Un-American Activities and were thereafter retunn- 
ed to CHAMBERS through the latter's Jewycr, MR* CLEVELAND* At Mil* CL EVE- . 
LAKD's suggestion, McLEAIJ took these two books with him* 



CHAMBERS also related that during the examination of the 
above items of furniture, MR* KcLEAH took careful measurements and des- 
criptions of all-items. 

During the examination In Baltimore, CK^BERS was^^ked by VP* 

Y. cl -EAll Aether he had ever used the names CELlA'i^nr BHUiETL/y CHAMBERS 
related that he advised Ucl£AI> he had never, insofar as he could remember^^/ 
used these n^iee. McLEAN also asked him If he had used the name of KOBE^flr- 
or ROBEHrS^fi and MK." CHAMBERS answered that he could not definitely state 
as to this, in view of the feet that he had been quite often referred to 
as "BOB". 



Me LEWI also inquired as to whether CHAMBERS had ever partici- 
pated in wrestling matches at Columbia University and whether he had parti- 
cipated in this sport after leaving college. CHAMBERS related that he in- 
formed Mr* McLEAK he had been a member of the wrestling team at Columbia 
end that thereafter he had worked out and did some wrestling in Baltimore 
end at the Brooklyn YMCA. McLEA!* did not press CHAMBERS for any dates in 
this connection, and CHAMBERS did not supply any* He did relate, however, 
that he has not wrestled for many, many years.

I advised him that we 
had not; that, as a matter of factf, recent developments resulting from our 
inquiries ori/tANGRAM^/O^d reflected the possibility that MANGRANI, SHERMAN 
and FALKOF/^ray be currently active. Consequently, we are continuing In- 
vestigation before any attempt is made to interview them. Mr. Donegan 
agreed that this was a desirable procedure.

She is the daughter of Dr. SPURGEON BELL^^ 
formerly of the University of Texas and Brookings Institute, and now believed 
employed by the I.C.C. in VCashington, D. C. Mrs. GORMAN is employed in the 
Department of Public Information, American Rad Cross, 315 Lexington Avenue, 

New York City. 
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The indices of this office reflect that in a signed statement dated 
April 14, 194S, Mrs. GORMAN is described a6 a former Government employee who 
Joined the Communist Party abpUt the same time she became acquainted with 
President FRANCIS J. WK'Al&bC the United Textile TIorkers Union (AFL) in 1935. 
She married GORI/AN in 193° or 1937, immediately after he obtained a divorce 
from his former wife. 



During 1935 the Communist party was working feverishly to get a 
Labor Party movement under way in the United States. However, they had no 
one In any leading position in the AFL who could get the floor to speak on 
the issue, or introduce resolutions which would get out of committees at the 
1935 AFL Convention at Atlantic City.

During' the next year or two, PAUL CROUCJ^the individual who furnished 
the signed statement, saw much of MARY and of FKAflCXS GORMAN; sometimes staying 
at GORMAN'S hotel, sometimes as a guest of MARY'S father, on frequent trips to 
Washington for discussions of textile problems. GORMAN once came to Greensboro, 
North Carolina, to discuss details of textile drive with CROUCH'S wife who was 
then working in a textile mill and active in UW. MARY GORI/AN would come down 
to North Carolina to attend meetings of the Communist Party State Committee 
when textile matters were taken up. 

MARY GORMAN was described as a genius on organizational matters and 
details of strategy. A hard worker and full of energy, she did most of the de- 
tailed work of GO H.' AN'S office. Ke often followed her advice on major questions. 

When HILLMAN offered a large amount of money from Amalgamated funds 
for a drive in textile on conditions that he should have a controlling hand 
in it, the party insisted that GORMAN accept and sign the terms. It was a 
mistake for GORMAN and for the party. STACHEL thought they were just sacri- 
ficing GORMAN, but KILLVAN kicked the party as well as GORMAN out of the drive. 
Later, GORMAN went back to the AFL, and helped reorganize the U1YJ. It is be- 
lieved that he now has some job working for the State of New Jersey. 

MARY GORMAN became editor of the official paper of the Yiorkers Alli- 
ance. She has not been heard from since 1938, and it is not known whether or 
not she is still in the party. 

Upon reinterview, informant CROUCH stated that the only other infor- 
mation he could recall concerning MARY BELL GORMAN not contained in his signed 
statement, is that Mrs. GORMAN would occasionally be invited to the Yfhite House 
affairs, and that she would furnish detailed reports of information gathered 
there to JACK STACHEL. Mrs. GORMAN also told CROUCH that her club in the Com- 
munist Party included several State Department employees. 
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It is to be noted that fKANCIS J. GOnWAN has been affiliated with

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On the afternoon of torch 31, 1949, Mr. H. B. Fletcher of .iithe Lvivrhr 
bureau stated that the Laboratory wants to know, a 3 soon as it an be 
determined, the handwriting standards that the prosecution (the CTditeraB^t^--— - 
plans to use in instant case, from the standpoint of proof and availability. 

Mr. Fletcher stated that we should ascertain what are the known standards 
for HISS so that the charts can be prepared. 
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On March 29, 1949, J. DAVID WHITTAKER CHAL'BEl^Ccompanied 
by SA FRANK J. GALLANT and the writer, proceeded to Plymouth, Coanecticut, 
to view the Hosford homo which is located on the outskirts of Plymouth. 

According to flew Haven letter of March 2, 1949, the Hosford 
home was used as a tourist house in 1937 and according to SA JOHN C. CARR 
of the Jew Haven office, closely resembled the general make-up and locality 
of the tourist home descr/ted by CHAMBERS wh>^ the latter is alleged to 
have visited with ALCE^and PRISCILLA His/^n August of 1937. It is to be 
noted that the guest register for the Hob ford home had previously been ob- 
tained and sent to the FBI Laboratory. The Laboratory, however, was unable 
to identify the handwriting of guests* signatures for the pertinent period 
as being identical with the handwriting of ALGER or PRISCILLA HISS or V/H ITT AKER 
CHAMBERS. 



Agent CARR was picked up in front of the Post Office at Thonaston 
at 1»30 PM, March 29th and oil immediately proceeded to the Hosford home. Mr. 
CHAMBERS made a detailed survey of the inside of the home as well as the out- 
side of this house and the approaches thereto. He stated conclusively that 
thi6 was not the tourist hone_ where he stayed in 1937 with ALGER and PRISCILLA 
HlsSI — Tho agents, together with CHAMBERS, thereafter proceeded to the general 
area in Thomaston boundod by Route 202, Park Avenue, the River and the Seth 
Thomas Clock Company which CHAMBERS has previously pointed out as being the 
most likely area in which instant tourist house was located. After observing 
several streets in this area he came to the conclusion that, to the best of 
his recollection, this general area most resembled the terrain and general 
make-up of the locality which he visited in 1937. 

SA CARR advised that the Mew Haven Office had anticipated mak- 
ing a house to house survey in the above described area but prior to doing ao 
wanted to definitely establish whether CHAMBERS could identify the Hosford 
house. Agent CARR related that in view of CHAMBERS* failure to identify the 
Hosford house that he understood the Mew Haven office would immediately' start 
a house to house survey in an attempt to identify or eliminate this area as 
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Ago at CARR volunteered that the City of Thoraaston has a dally 
newspaper named "Thomaston Hews". This Is a four sheet edition and is 
"strictly a local news outlet." He speculated that it might be well to either 
place an advertisement or attempt to have the publishers of this paper write 
an oditorial soliciting information as to the persons operating tourist hones 
anJ their location in and around Thonaston during the summer and fall of

Agent CARR was cautioned that it would be advisable to obtain /

Evenings Schuyler 4-9507. " A man by the name of DEAN I* IAMB, believed to 
be identical, address 69 "est 71 Street, was interviewed in 1935 by the 
United States Attorney in connection with the flight of four planes to 
South America. This case is entitled "CURTISS WRIGHT EXPORT CORPORATION, 
TAMPA, NEW ORLEANS, TAMPICO AIRLINE, INC., VIOLATION OF NEUTRALITY ACT." 

In the case entitled "JOHN SEMAK FARNSWORTH, ESPIONAGE", report of 
J. B.' Swenson, New York, dated July 25, 1936, there is set forth in 12 pages 
the result of an investigation of LAMB by ONI. SA George J. Starr inter- 
viewed DEAN IVAN LAMB, 27 West 88 Street, NY, in 1937. LAMB said at that 
time he had been approached, offered $2,500 a month to command an aviation 
squadron for the Loyalist forces. He said he did not get the Job because 
it was determined he was anticommunist. SA Starr stated he had been in 
contact with LAMB previously* considered him unreliable. 

LAM0 was arrested In NY, according to the "hew York Daily Mirror", 
December 1, 1944 by the District Attorney’s Office in connection with a 
Jewelry con game, apparently. Someone had lost some Jewelry. LAMB in 
some manner got hold of the Jewelry and for safe keeping turned it over to 
a cousin. The latter’s house burned down and the Jewelry was lost. 
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
